1. The food situation in Albania is deteriorating. Cases of death from 
starvation are reported. This deterioration is caused by crop failures 
resulting from unfavorable weather conditions and by the cessation of 
Yugoslav aid to Albania. 


2. The Albanian Government has ordered the peasants to sow all cultivatable 
jand without exception. Extremely severe penalties are threatened if 
this order is not obeyed. 


3. The Greek inhabitents of Southern Albania believe that the Greer Arny 
wili pursue the Greek guerrillas into Southern Albania and "liberate 
Southern Albania (Northern Epiros).

(30 August 1948) on completing the Selita hydroelectric station. An 
Albanian State company has taken over this work, which had previously 
been undertaken by the Albano-Yuffoslav Electric Company. The latter 
company removed its machinery after Tito and Hoxha broke off relations. 
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
